The Noble Lord's friends bad with pain observed, for some 
time past, ao alarming alteration in bis health: they perceived that 
the business and squabbles, and contests of the House, created 
great restlessness of demeaneur and irritation ; but none of them 
had imagined, that the mind was affected by the exhaustion, re- 
sulting from such severe Parliamentary labours, saying nothing of 
the irritation occasioned by being compelled to alter the plans of 
the Parliamentary compaiga after the Easter recess.

Charles Bankhead, of Lower Grosvenor-street, M. D. was 
called, and baving been sworn, be gave the following detailed 
narrative of the melancholy affair: —At Ove o'clock on the after- 
noon of Friday last, I received a note from Lady Londonderry, 
begging me te come down to their house in St. James's square as 
soon as possible, as she thought his Lordship was very il and 
very nervous; and she requested that I would come before they 
left town for North Cray that evening. I went almost imme- 
diately, and found bis Lordship exceedingly ill, He complained 
of a severe headache and confused recolicction; be looked pale, 
and seemed very muth distressed in manner, I said I thought 
necessary he should he cupped, and in the meantine I would 
stay and dine with Lady Londondery, till the copper came. 


When the came, his Lordship lost sevew ounces of bicod, 
and ex bimeelf very much relieved. I advised bim to 
lie down on the sofa for half ap hour; and as he had no 


sleep the preceding night, I recommended bim to sleep before he 
went to North Cray; and he did so very tranquilly for nearly 
half ea boar, 1 waited till I saw bim and Lady Londonderry 
get into their carriage toretarn to North Cray. Previous to 
their setting ont, his Lordship said I most be aware he 
was very ili, and requested 1 would come and stay at North 
Cray the whele of Saturday and Sunday—the two follow- 
ing days. I promised thet I woold, and I sent some medi- 
eine with him, which I wished bim to take that I might know 
ite effect when I came to North Cray. When I arrived bere 
on Satardy I heard he had been in bed all day, I went ap to 
him, and found bim still in bed. As I entered his room his 
manner of looking at me seemed particalarly suspicious and 
alarming. He said, “ It is very odd you should come into my 
bed room before you go into the dining-room below.” I answer- 


ed that I ted dined in town, and, as the family were then dining 


below, I visited him io the Grst instance; apon which he made 
a remark that sarprised me much ; he said—“ You seem parti- 
enlarly grave in your manoer, have you any thipg wapleasant 
to telime?” I replied that I had not, and expressed my sar- 
prise at his putting the question, also at the mamver of it, 
He answered, “I have reason to be suspicious ia some degree ; 
bat I hope you are the last person who woald engage in any thing 
injerious to me.” His manoer th this conversation wes 
so oouseal and disterbed, that I was satisied he was, at the 
moment, ender mental delusion. I requested him to be tran- 
qoi!, and prescribed him cooling and aperient medicines, ané a 
diet of slopes, 1 remained with him till one o'clock in the 
morniog (Sendey). Thoagh he had little fever, he remaiced ia 
the same distarbed state all the following day. Ia the eveviog 
he requested that I woold desire Lady Losdonderry to come to 
bed, I staid all the Sanday night, and slept io a chamber pear 
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Without turning bis bead, and io a moment, as it were, he said, 
** Bankhead, let me fall in yout arms, it is all over!” Tran, 
towards him —fell spon him almost, and caught him ig my arms 
ashe was falling. As be fell apeon me, I perceived be bad a 
kuife ia bis hacd. It was asmall, two bladed fo —the 
same now prodeced. He firmly clenched ia his right hand, and 
it was covered with bleed. I did not see bim ase it,

We have seen various accounts of this terrible confagra- 
tion; bat the two following will convey a sufficiént iden of its 
extent, The first is, from a Lotter dated Canton, November 19 ; 
andthe secoad, from a Letter dated Whampoa, Nov. 12, both re- 
evived by the same oecasion :— 

** Canton, Nov, 19, 1822.—On the first of this manth, a dréad- 
ful conflagration occurred at this place, the desolating effects 
of which there are few examples: it first shewed itself on 
the evening of the Ist instant, about ten o'clock, and to- 
wards midnight became so determined, that those the most 
removed from danger, began to be seriously alarmed, com- 
meneing at or néar the city walls, it first took a direction 


- as if to pass bebind the whole of the European Factories; 


bat soot came in @ direct line towards them, and so ra- 
pidly that few had titie to be prepared against it by the com- 
plete temovat of their property. The absenee of all energy or 
rather the apathy of the Chinese opposed no obstacles to its pro- 
cress --the narrowness of the streets and the wooden scaffolds 
bailt above most of the houses for the purposes of drying cloths, 
stowing firewood, ke. added many facilities to s ready communi- 
cation, and by day-light it had nearly reached the European Fac- 
tories and threatened them with destruction, Some hope was 
entertained, that the strong party-walls at the head of their Fac- 
tories might perhaps prevent the flames from entering; but be- 
ing driven by a strong North-East wind, they swept every thing 
before them; leavieg the Factorics in a blaze, it passed with 
rapidity the popalogs subarbs, until every house in jis direction 
was consumed. 


“The Factories being built of more brick and Jess wood 
then the Chinese, os well as being, altogether better con- 
structed, opposed considerable obstacles to the rapid progress of 
the Gre, aad they contineed in a blaze whew the fire of the town 
was almost extinct, and barned with violence antil the following 
night: it ss dificalt to conceive a spot more extensively and ra- 
A part of the Factory called the Creek. from

Those of the Imperial, Duich, Danish,

“ The Earopedus having timely notice of the approach of dan- 
ger, took precautions to get their property into boats or in front 
of their Hongs: ail of course suffered more or less in so disas- 
terous an occasion, bat the individual loss has been compara- 
tively small and mach less than might have been expected, 


“ The English Factory bas gone to one of the Hong Merchant's 
Hongs, and we are stowed away among our different Friends : they 
sent their Treasure jin the firstinstance to Honqua, but he be- 
came apprehensive of some atiack apoh him, inconsequence 


: of solarge a sum being publicly known to be in bis Treasury, it 


amounted, I believe, to 300,000 dollara, it was sent afterwards to 
their Ships. Some reports bave been spread of ‘considerable dis- 
affection among the people towards the Mandarin’, and that they 
have considerable difficulty in keeping them under, this I do not 
believe, ladeed, every Gay tends rather to disapprove than con. 
firm it, but there ts certainly a large body of Ladrofis about, rea- 
dy to take advantage of any circamstance favourable to them, bat 
a strong force of Buropeans Keeps us from all fears or dan- 
gers on this account, 


“Tea thousand houses and forty or fifty thousand people are 
estimated to have been thrown out of employ : the Company is 
supposed to have lost 600,000/. Monqaa 160.0007. and other 
Merchants their Hongs and considerable property.” 


Another account from a Letter dated November 12, contains 
the following paragraph ; 

“ Almost all the European Factoriés are barnt, and great ap- 
prebensions wore entertained at one time that the Chinese would 
attack the Company's Trensary. A gaard of nearly four hundred 
armed seamen from the fleet, however, soon put every thing'te 
rights, and the treasure, amounting to £190,000 in dollars, was 
sent dowa to Whampoa, and pat on board the different ships of 
our service, The Barcannas’s proportion of it amounts toa 
192,000 dollars, besidss 170,000 belonging the house of Dent in 
Canton, There hag not set been any estimate made of the lose 
oceasioned by the fire, bat that sustained by the English alone 
is very great. Almost all the Captains have lost part, if nat alf 
of their Factory Stores: Captain Prager of the Hunriy has lost 
upwards of £3000, Very little Tea has bera burnt, so that the fleet 
will meet with no delay, but there has been creat destruction 
among the Silk warehouses. The city itself bas sot suffered at 
all, as the fire began outside the walls, aid destroyed every thing 
in its way tillit reached the banks of the river. There are three 
boats from the feet on duty every day at Canton, each manned 
with sixteen seamen and titee officers: two of the Grews are 
employed in pulling down the ruins, and the third mount guard.” 





HONORABLE COMPANY'S SHIP BALCARRAS. 

The H. C. Ship Batoannas bas arrived safe in China, Letters 
from her have been reecived, dated Whampoa Resch, 12th 
November, 1822. One of the young midshipmen died on the pas- 
sacc, after along illaces, and 4 or 5 of the crew wore carried off 
by cholera; a childof Mr. Macalister's about two years of age al. 
so died on the passage, from some sadden sfection. The Ship 
srrived at Pemang on the Gth el September ater a three week's 
passage. She lost an anchor ia Penang during # heavy squs!), aod 
after a stay there of aboot a week sailed for China, where they 
arrived safely om the 1&b of October, all on board being weil. 
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Anonymous Fooleries. 


To the Editor of the Journal. 
Fin, 
The system of giving out crave aecusa ti os, and as- 
serting important facts ander feigned names, and anonymous 
signatures, is really coming to a point that is quite ridiculous. 


I have no objection to writers stating in that form, matters 
ef opinion, or of reasoning ; mere squibs and literary productions 
of fancy and fiction, are also unexceptionable in anonymous 
dress, for obvious good reasons.

But I would put it to the good sense of dispassionate read- 
ers to say what decree of faith can be reposed ip the assertions 
or testimony of persons unknown, however solemnly or angrily 
delivered. 


Nay I would go a step beyond this, and appeal to the gen- 
tleman or gentlemen, as the case may be, who have lately expend- 
ed so mach print and so mach of their time and our time in the 
controversies about Messieurs Bankes, Burckbardt, and Bock- 
ingham’s affairs, whether they can reasonably expect to make 
any considerable general impression on the thinking part of their 
readers so long as they conduct their attacks under the mask 
of secrecy? 


Still smaller is their chance of thus enceeeding in those secon- 
dary blows which they deal to their opponents under a crowd of 
fancifal signatares, wherein they assert that they and others not 
specified, have been convinced by the facts and arguments of the 
principal, though unknown combatants on their side, and conse- 
quently call upon the different orders of society to act against 
the accased, as the accusers dictate, and upon the authority of 
their and their unknown friend's opinions. 


Two considerations in such a case naturally occur to every 
sensible mind not warped by prejudice, in jadging of a discassion 
carried on in this manner, and where the only one of all the 
parties present, who is distinctly known and declared—is the 
Defendant, Theaccusers—jodges —witnesses being all unknown 
—at least out of the circle of their own party and friends. 

The Gret is—what proof have we that all these accusers who 
write under so many different appellations may aot be one and 
the same Individual Gentleman ! what proof that at least the same 
person may not be the writerof two, three, or more of those let- 
ters ander varied names? So long as these doubts exist, the world, 
and particularly those who arc at a distance from the seenc, will 
be slow to eredit the accusers and accusations ; and wil! put no 
faith whatever in the eppearanees of universal conviction and 
impression unfavourable to the accused, which woald otherwise 
be conclusive, and operate to his destruction in the manner re- 
commended upon the authority 6fs0 many anonymous testi- 
monials, 

The second is that supposing al! those writers tebe real and 
Gistinet persons, till people unacqaainted with the whisperings 
end ramours of the metropolis, and who kaow nothing more than 
what appears in the Public Prints, cannot see any sufficient rea- 
son why such charges and such assertions, denials and intimida- 
tions, in this wearssone and painfol dispute, should not, if well 
founded, be brought forward fairly and boldly, wader the honest 
sanction of respectable names. 


It may seem bard epon Individuals, whom delicacy or other 
good reasons restrain from exposing themselyes to public gaze, 
that they should be forced forward in person because their fee)- 
ings or principles lead them to consider ita bounded duty to 
dotect guilt or procure the esplusion of alleged pollation from 
pure society, But bard as the alternative seems, ail civilized 
ages and people appear to have conourred practically in its ne- 
cessity; and that it is safer for mankind taken at large, that occa- 
sional impostare or crime escape, than the Grst principles of jus- 
tice be iofringed, aad tbe chance hagarded of doing wrong, by 
judging of men on secret accusation and testimony. 
ber no sirtkiag exoeption to this rule in medera days, except ia 
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the case of the Holy Office in Catholic Countries, which of course 
nobody would quote as a good example. 

Such are some of the considerations that bave occurred te 
me, and I dare say to many others, during the continuance of this 
unfortunate and angry quarrel, which, from the manner of cerry. 
ing it on, and if mistake not, ia particular from pe ae 
threats of anonymoas writers, bas failed of producing the effect 
80 much and talent might have done, if it were jadici- 
ously directed. What little interest it had at first, inthe eye of these 
unconcerned, seems now to have gone by:—and if any remain 
it is that wateral interest in favor of the accused which always 
has been and always will be raised by sympathy in favor of the 
one man, whe is publicly known, when attacked by numbers of 
unknown persons. 

Nothing could be impradent, with reference to the object ia 
view, than anonymous menaces; they could not fail te produce 
reacting and resistance, whether believed by the reader to be au- 
thorized or eet authorized. Men's pride cannot bear being dic- 


: tated to, or threatened, and such attempts only lead people to 


wonder, why, in this strange dispute, the aceased keeps bis tem- 
per better than the accusers, who get so engry and violent, and 
without any apparent cause in persons, whe, as they keep their 
names private, should rely’ on reason only, not passion or 
invective. 


I shoald not have troubled your readers with avooymous 
opinions on these points, (although T bave not touched on any 
matters of fact, which would make me feel bound to sabseribe 
my name), if I bad net beeo moved almost to choler, by the ab- 
surd Correspondence of the last two or three days between two 
partigans in the Joun Buct and Carcurta Jovgnat, onder the 
names of Decens and Ianotus, Possibly they may have been 
the same person, and Ithink so, because their letters have all the 
appearance of being calculated to tarn jete ridicule the foolish 
length to which the system has been carried of asserting facts 
on unkaown auibority, and quoting as of weight unkown opi- 


nions as coming from unknown characters. 


One of these gentlemen without a name telle of a well 
known large party given by a well kaown person to well knowa 
guests, when a well known personage “ of the very first charac- 
ter in this society” (to employ his own words) enforced cerisia 
well known opinions about the tee well known Bankes question 
in so forcible a manner that no one of all the well known com- 
pany attempted to differ in sentiment. 

The other gentleman without a name comes forth the day 
after; admits the well known party, well known person, weil 
known personage with the well known character, together with 
the well known opinions delivered at the well known party. 
Bat he denies the well known unanimity of sentiment “Yn tote” 
ashe says, which is flat enough ;and reminds his well known 
Correspondent that two well keown Individuals present were 
well known to have differed from the well knows personage of 
character, and that a third well known man was afraid to speak 
oat, because the toe well kaown Semrroxius and equally weil 
keown Nicet were kaows to be of the company. 


Now can any body conceive such monstrous stuff as all this 
is, to be seriously foisted ou the world in the columns of a public 
Print? aye, and with as mack gravity and seeming earnestness as 
if ene mao in a thousand, besides those who made up this famous 
and “ well known” company, knew or cared, or believed a word 
of all these stories about men in the moon and their opinions. 
Traly this is, whether serioas!y or sarcastically meant, the most 
effectual barlesque on the Anonymous School which I have yet 
met with, in a tolerably extensive range of New«p per reading at 
home and abroad, and I expect that it will make these airy com- 
batants pause, and reflect bow very ridiculous they all make 
themselves, by this aameless method ef carrying on their basy 
mock-heraic battles of the Frogs and Mice.

I slept i@ & grove near the village of Joosey, having arrived 
there on a joarecy afier dark.

From the [8th to the 22¢ March, when the Mission Ship anchored 
off the bar of the Siam River, its course was through an innumerable 
group of Islands whick are stedded thickly along the Eastern side of the 
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same nature as the degraded mortals beneath. The Kiang wax dressed 
in a plaip close garment of gold Kincob, and wore nothing on his head. 
On bis left was pleced, ina recliving posture, a small golden ruler, some- 
what resembling (and doabtiess of similar import as) asceptre. Below 
the Balcony was a raised ornamented a a throne,and on gach 
side were prostrate men waving large hand fans. None of the Coart, ex- 
eepting the Princes of the blood, were admitted behind the curtain, and 
the part wearest to it was by the nobles according to their rank ; 
each having placed in front of him a golden Cap and Bete! Boxes

moving io pairs on hands 
and suite, and having 
arrived at the part assigned for the reception of the latter aad made the 
usual protections they assamed the same attitade of silent devotion with 
these areand. The envoy and suite seated the andience commen. 
ced by a lood reading of the list of This being finished 
after a short silence, the King in a strong and oraculer vice proposed a few 
voimpertant questions to the envoy, which were repeated ia a whispher 
by the intervening range of interpreters, till at length communicated in 
an equally low tone to the envoy ; and his answers being received were 
conveyed in the same way tothe throne. After another short silence, 
a signal, resembling in sound large cast:nets, accompanied by a flon ish 
of trampets and shouts, announced the close of the andience and the 
golden curtain being rapidly drawe, the King retired aed the whole 
Court sat ap and commenced smoking their small Segars and departed 
without ceremony as they wished. The gentiemen were then requested 
to view the King’s riding Elephants, the white Elephants and white 
Monkeys, as alse the royal temple aed sacred library near it, in which 
are deposited, it is asserted, many splendid and valuable manaseripts. 

Nothing particelarly sepetior was remarked iu the forms, and the 
stature was rather low, of the white or the common Elephants. The 
former as well as the Monkeys both in form and eyes bore the distinc. 
tive colours and appearance of that variety of the buman race termed 
Alvines. The white Elephants were highly ornamented, fastened with 
siver chasms, and bad their ambrelias arranged on each side of the road, 
a tew spearsmes were also present. 


The same abject respect to rank, as that already described, is dif 
fused through every rank of society sad is carried even inte domestic 
life. The house menial does not move in the preseace of his master or 


superior, bat on hands and knees, and when required to place any thing 
before him, cameoniy do so, by shoving slong the floor and following it im 
that etthiude. Prom this, eyee women are not exempt 

The most singular featere perbaps ia the present state of Siam is its 
comparative tranquillity with its igterea) and extereal weakaess ; for 
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With a country, soil, and climate every way favourable ; and with 
innumerable navigable streams interesting it in almost every direction 
Siam is a nation without native art, manufacture or commerce. The 
little of these which it does possess, it owes to the active ener 
gies and skill of a distant bat eaterprizing race.

Bankok, the Capits! of Siam consists for the most part of a long 
range of floating houses erected ow bamboo rafts and ranged along each 
bank of the river. The Palace, withits numerous small buildings, oc- 
ecupies a small fortified Island. No guns are mounted, bat « few of 
great size are kept for display within the wails. Near the hall of an. 
dience is the royal temple, consisting of a single large and lofty apart. 
ment richly gilt oa the outside and on the inside covered with coarse 
paintings in the Hiedoo style and mostly from the Hindeo Fable, with « 
slight iatermixtare of European figures in Military array. Phe back 
part of this temple, leaving however a aarrow passage

, course articles of ware, gilt paper and other offerings 
of the devout; the whole ever covered with dust, and ring the 
marks of wtter neglect. Many other flue temples also are in other quar 
ters of Bankok, seme perbaps larger, bat none superior in decoration, 
One is said to contain near a thousand gilt statues, some of copper cast 
hollow, but mostly of clay or wood. Oue of immense stature occupies 
a separate building in a quarter of the palace cociosure, 


The religion of the Siamese is that of Boodh, and itis imeambent 
on every ove of that sect to be once a Talapoin or Priest, remaining so 
however no longer than he desires and only attaining such keowledge of 
their mysteries as they may themselves wish, The Talapoins are associated 
in large bodies io regular Monasteries and every morning at anarise, the 
River may be seen convered with small boats conveying them from house 
to house for almost chiefly boiled rice and frait, with which they return at 
8 of 9 o'clock to their dwellings. In their dress they are distinguished 
by an orange coloured robe and « fan of feathers or Talapat leaf in their 
hands. 


Little respect appears to be paid by the people to their temples, 
and few external forms of adoration exist. On certain fined festivals 
they carry offerings to the temples and ia several domestic occurrences 
have an assemblage of Priests at their homes to feast and perform cur. 
tain ceremonies. 

The Sismese are in a stature short, and in form stout, but not athle- 
tie. There dress consist generally of the coarsest Sarst Chintes, which 
is annually brought their in Native Vessels from that Port; though now 
simost discoutinned, from the mamerons exaction, delsys, and every 
species of oppression and violence to which traders from every quar- 
ter are subjected. 

The Siamese have been acensed of cruelty in their punishments 
towards Foreigners, perhaps toohastily, as during the stay of the Mis, 
sion no iastance came to their knowledge of capital ponishment, or 
mutilations ; sotwithstanding the recent discovery of a conspisacy already 
noticed, Chains, imprisonment, aed a liberal ase on all occasions of the 
Bamboos seem to, form wearily their only inflictions, Bot in a member 
of the Roysl Family treason is punished by fractore of the skull with

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evening of lth July, 1822, reached Paknam ou the but did not 
finally get over the bar till the 24th, having with laboar warmed 
ever the long mad flat off the mouth of theriver, and agroand eve- 
ry tide. Onthe 25th they finally sailed towards some Isiands a short 
distance off, on the Eastern side of the Bay, in order to take in ballast, 
wood and water, readily afforded, as well as fine a ¢; of the lar. 
gost of them called Sir Chaug. This Island consist of a range of 


hills, the highest part being about 1000 feet elevated above the Sea, con- 
sisting of a granitic base with superimposed limestone and quartz rock.

On the 14th of August they proceeded age a es 
Polo Pangony —faise Palo Baby and the Brothers—and on the 
22nd, and weot ashores at Paulo Condore, sailling again on the Evening 
of that day. On the 25th the ship entered tWe great river of Combo- 
dia, and anchored off the small village of Kam Dew. 


On the 28th the envoy having received an invitation to visit the 
Capital (Sy-goon), then the residence of a viceroy,and second ouly to 
the king in the kingdom of Cochin China, departed, attended by one of 
his suite in Jarge boats provided for the purpose, towed by from 30 to 
50 rowers dressed in scarlet, and wearing singular painted caps over their 
turbans of a conical form, surmounted by cocks feather, Sy-goon is sita- 
ated ona noble river in every part free from obstacles, evento ships 
af considerable size and navigable alao beyond the capitet whic may 
be reckoned about 60 miles from its mouth. Tue Governor is cousidered a 
man of abilities aad is much esteemed ; and ander his enlightened Govern. 
ment commerce appearg to flourish toa considerable degree. From 
hence, Hue, the capital of the hiogdom, derives its principal supplies of 
grain; nor cap that place contain above’half the population here attract. 
ed, Amongst the rest there are many Chinese settiers, and some opulent 
eceudants of these people —whilst only a few remaia at the Capital, and 
at anothers Town, Fy-Fo, near Touron Bay, 


By-goon is extensive City on the Right bank ofthe river and has a 
fortress in the Europesn manner fer its protection, On the $rd Septem- 
ber the envoy having returned to the ship it proceeded towards Turon 
Bay where it cast anchor on the 16th. 

On the 24th arrangements having been completed for conveying 
Mr, Crawford and one of his suite, the number permitted to 
bim having been limited by the Coart, to Hue, they atarted in the oa 
ing in a boats provided for the purpose nearly similar to those sent at Sy- 
goon—Quitting Taron Bay their course Jay along the Sea Coast for about 
46 miles, when they entered the river about 30 miles up which, Hue is 
situated, This river is not navigable but by small Juoks, nut only on aceount 
of he bar at its mouth, but from (he numerous obstacies and banks daring 
the whole of ite course, pevertheles: it may be considered » fice river 
and ip the natural beauties of its banks is perhaps execelied by few, Lof- 
ty ranges of primitive mountains terminate the distant view, whilst the 
intervening country consists of low ranges and u plains of se- 
eondary formation, enlivened by oamerous patches of cultivation, adoru- 
edwith trees, where favourable to their growth, and watered by inoe- 
merable mountain streams, 

The City of Hue is situated on the Left Bank of the river? aed the 
attention and wonder of the traveller is at once comanded by its extensive 
magoificea( fortification. Built ofthe best masonry, aceording to European 
es and construction, and in a style of excellence hardly exceeded, 

fequalied, by the finest fort which India proposses either ia strength, 
magnitude, or state of preservation and scarcely yielding im neatness, 
and luternal arrangement. Atany rateit ia calculated our 
astonishment in the highest degree, and may be safely to atsad 
unrivalled amongat works of amilitary natare undertaken and completed 
by Asiatics, Tt was the work of the late king, It wasin.the form ofa 
parallalogram approaching to the square and is stated te be three miles 
im length. The ramparts are about 80 feet high with a berm at the 
foot between it and the wet ditch, which is about 40 feet broad, pro- 
portionally deep and entirely snrrounds the body of the place. It pos- 
sesses regular outworks, a covert way, and well fluished glacis leaving 
down to the briuk of the river, which sarrounds the Fort on three sides, 
the fonrte being completed by a good canal. The Arsenal Magazines and 
other public buildiags are coastructed in the same style of excellence. 

The Arsenal consists of lofty ranges of baildings ef solid Masonry, 
and contains a vast nomber ordpance of every variety, many pieces are
